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Annual  Report  for  1942. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  beg  to  place  before  you  my  Tenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1942. 

Owing  to  war  conditions  the  report  has  been  considerably 
curtailed.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties,  a  year  of  increased  and 
satisfactory  work  has  been  put  in. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease. 
With  the  exception  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  has  been  average  or  below  the  average.  Scarlet 
Fever,  though  increased  in  amount,  has  been  of  a  mild  type. 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been  pressed  forward.  The  per¬ 
centage  of  children  now  immunised  is,  below  5  3Tears’  old,  46%, 
between  5  and  15  years,  70%.  The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  has  been  low.  At  the  request  of  some  parents  a 
small  number  of  children  have  been  protected  against  Whooping 
Cough.  During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Jaundice,  chiefly 
amongst  children,  has  occurred.  The  children  were  not  seriously 
ill,  no  sequelae  followed  and  there  were  no  deaths.  No  cause  for 
this  outbreak  has  been  discovered. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  has  again  increased. 
The  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  sessions  have  increased 
from  6,518  to  8,247.  The  percentage  of  notified  live  births 
attending  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  was  96.5%.  These  are 
highly  satisfactory  figures.  We  have  again  been  hampered  by 
lack  of  room  in  the  clinic  premises,  especially  the  lack  of  sufficient 
waiting  room  for  the  patients.  This  is  becoming  more  acute  with 
the  above  marked  increase  in  the  work.

The  percentage  of  Expectant  Mothers  attending  the  Local 
Authority’s  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  63%.  In  addition,  a  number 
of  mothers  attend  the  Moorlands  Ante-natal  Clinic.  The  number 
of  attendances  made  at  these  clinics  combined  was  1,483. 


The  supply  of  (Dried  Milk,  Cod  Diver  Oil,  and  Fruit  Juices 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  has  continued.

The  nutritional  state  of  the  population  shows  no  obvious 
sign  of  worsening  owing  to  war  conditions. 


A  Sick  Bay  for  evacuated  children  in  Rawtenstall  and  other 
areas  is  situated  at  Oak  Mount,  Rawtenstall.  This  has  been 
administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  on  behalf  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council. 

In  spite  of  war-time  difficulties,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  report  extension  of  the  Health  Services,  especially 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work.  This  has  only  been  possible 
by  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  energy  and  willingness  in  accepting  extra  duties  w7hich 
the  nurses  have  shown.  My  thanks  are  also1  due  to  the  office 
staff  for  their  assistance.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Corporation  ambulances  have  removed  to  the  Massage 
and  X-Ray  Centre  at  Haslingden  236  patients,  who  made  1,309 
attendances.  The  mileage  covered  for  this  purpose  was  5,110  miles 
in  the  year.  The  total  removals  were  2,115,  covering  a  mileage 
of  32,970!  miles. 

The  running  of  the  ambulances  is  now  administered  by  the 
Health  Committee.  Messages  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance  are 
left  at  the  ’Bus  Shed  (Ross.  814). 
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GENERAL  HOSPITAL  TREATMENT.— The  hospital 
facilities  outlined  in  the  1938  report  have  been  available. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME,— There 
are  four  Nursing  Societies  in  the  Borough.

MIU WIVES. — The  Lancashire  County  Council  employs  two 
whole  time  midwives  who  are  resident  in  the  Borough.  There 
are  also  three  District  Nurses  who  are  also  midwives  employed 
by  the  Nursing  Societies,  who  also  act  under  the  County  Mid¬ 
wifery  .Scheme  in  the  Borough. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. — There  have  been  no  changes. 
The  Clinic  meets  weekly  on  Fridays  at  2  p.m.  at  6,  Kay  Street, 
Rawtenstall.

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

MATERNITY.— MOORLAND  HOSPITAL.  There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  arrangements  with  the  Moorland 
Maternity  Home  from  those  described  previously.  The  number 
of  mothers,  belonging  to  Rawtenstall,  who  were  confined  there 
in  1942  was  142. 

Forty-one  of  the  142  cases  received  assistance  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme.

PHIMOSIS,  &  c. — Operations  for  the  cure  of  Phimosis  are 
dealt  with  at  The  Infirmary,  Bury,  and  the  cost  of  the  recom¬ 
mends  is  borne  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 
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During  1942  fifteen  cases  of  Phimosis  were  treated  under 
these  arrangements. 

TONSILS  and  ADENOIDS. — Eleven  children  under  5 
years  of  age  received  treatment  by  operation  for  removal  of 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  under  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme.  The  arrangements  have  been  the  same  oS 
those  described  in  previous  reports. 

DECAYED  TEETH. — Facilities  have  been  available  for 
treatment  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic.  Two  cases  under  school 
age  were  treated  during  the  year. 

DEFECTIVE  VISION. — Twenty-six  children  below  school 
age  were  referred,  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme,  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the 
School  Clinic.  This  is  a  large  increase  on  the  number  seen  last 
year. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES,— There  are  three  centres, 
held  weekly .  At  the  Clinic,  Kay  Street  (Tuesday);  Goodshaw 
Baptist  School  (Wednesday);  Whitewell  Bottom  Council 
School  (Thursday).

Committee . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Radies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  submit  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  tlie  School  Medical  Services.  Owing*  to  war  conditions 
the  report  is  greatly  curtailed,  although,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  contents,  the  work  done  by  the  department  is  a 
large  increase  on  last  year. 

The  engagement  of  an  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer 
has  enabled  the  routine  medical  inspections  to  be  brought 
up  to  date  and  dealing  with  routine  inspections  and  treat¬ 
ment  to  be  more  comprehensive.  After  a  period  of  being* 
without  a  School  Dentist,  a  full-time  Dental  Surgeon  has 
been  appointed  and  commenced  work  in  September. 

With  the  exception  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles,  there 
was  a  decrease  in  the  infectious  diseases.  No  schools  were 
closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  amongst  school  children  was 
intensified  during*  the  year  and  the  percentage  of  school 
children  immunised  against  diphtheria  is  now  70%.  The 
vast  majority  of  the  children  so  immunised  have  been  done 
bv  the  Council’s  medical  staff. 

During*  the  year  there  has  been  an  occurrence  of  jaundice 
amongst  children  of  school  age.  There  has  also  been  an 
appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  attend¬ 
ing  for  treatment  at  the  clinic. 

The  nutritional  state  of  the  children  appears  to  be 
similar  to  last  year.  The  war  conditions  do  not  seem  to 
have  produced  any  visible  deleterious  effects  on  the  children’s 
nutrition.  The  differences  of  figures  in  Table  2  at  the  end 
of  the  report  compared  with  last  year  are  to  be  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  the  two  years’  figures  were  obtained  by 
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different  observers.  There  seems  little  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  the  numbers  who  are  either  slightly  sub¬ 
normal  or  suffering  from  mal-nutrition.  in  considering 
the  question  of  nutrition  of  the  school  children,  a  note 
should  be  made  of  the  increased  canteen  facilities  which 
have  been  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  school  children. 

The  number  of  attendances  of  children  treated  for 
minor  ailments  for  scabies  has  increased  as  has  also  the 
number  of  children  attending  for  ultra  violet  light.

We  have  again  been  hampered  by  lack  of  room  in  the 
clinic  premises,  especially  the  lack  of  sufficient  waiting  room 
for  the  patients. 

The  special  clinics  such  as  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic, 
the  Speech  Therapy  Clinic  and  Orthopaedic  Clinic  have  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year  to  provide  for  their  special  cases,  and 
full  use  has  been  made  of  the  facilities  offered. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  nurses  and  the  clerical  staff 
for  their  work  during  the  year  and  to  the  chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee  who  have  given  their  full  sup¬ 
port  to  the  work  during  the  year.

The  procedure  adopted  in  dealing  with  heads  infested 
with  lice  amongst  school  children  was  described  in  last 
year’s  report. 

At  Routine  Inspections,  out  of  837  children  examined, 
46  were  unclean  giving  a  percentage  of  5.5%.  At  the 
cleanliness  surveys  at  schools  by  the  nurses  4,700  examina¬ 
tions  were  made  and  332  found  unclean.  This  gives  a  per¬ 
centage  of  7.06%,  which  compares  unfavourably  with  last 
year’s  figure  of  6.21%.

Dental  Defects. 

The  following  Annual  Report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  A. 
C.  Walker,  L.D.S. 

The  total  number  inspected  was  1,847,  °f  these,  1,381 
were  referred  for  treatment,  the  number  actually  treated 
being  857  including  “Specials.”  Fillings  numbered  325 
and  extractions  1,325. 
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This  report  covers  only  two  short  periods  of  the  year. 
The  first  part  covering  the  period  from  Jan.  to  March  (part- 
time  service)  and  the  second  from  September  to  December. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  report  the  figures  of  these  two 
periods  have  been  grouped  together.  The  latter  period 
commenced  the  newly  created  full-time  School  Dental  Ser¬ 
vice  to  the  borough.  The  inception  of  this  service  neces¬ 
sitated  considerable  re-organisation  which  included  altera¬ 
tions  to  the  existing  fixtures  at  the  Clinic  and  some  addi¬ 
tional  dental  equipment. 

From  the  figures  available  it  is  not  possible  to  ascer¬ 
tain  what  the  progress  and  work  of  a  normal  year  might 
constitute.  Nevertheless,  from  the  work  already  accom¬ 
plished,  there  are  encouraging  signs  that  the  full-time  ser¬ 
vice  will  be  appreciated  and  will  prove  of  immense  benefit 
to  the  children  concerned. 


Other  Agencies  Providing  Treatment. 

The  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  has  proved  of  the 
utmost  value  in  securing  treatment  of  defects  which  cannot 
be  dealt  with  under  the  Schemes  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee.  During  the  year  the  Workpeople’s  Fund  lias  pro¬ 
vided  treatment  for  127  school  children.  Forty-eight  of 
these  were  In-patients  and  79  Out-patients.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  &c. 

During  the  year  1,565  injections  have  been  given  by 
the  School  Medical  Department  and  24  by  Private  Practi¬ 
tioners;  965  have  been  first  injections  and  600  second  injec¬ 
tions.  The  prophylactic  used  has  been  alum  precipitated 
toxoid.  i 

The  percentage  of  school  children  immunised  against 
diphtheria  is  70%. 

Five  school  children  have  been  inoculated  against 
whooping  cough. 

PROVISION  OF  MEATS. 

During  the  year  3,623  free  dinners  have  been  provided. 

The  milk  in  schools  scheme  has  continued  in  operation 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  1,478  school  children  were  having- 
milk  on  payment  (i.e.  54%).  In  addition,  11,007  bottles 
were  supplied  free. 


CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  &c.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN. 

During  1942,  7  school  children  were  examined  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer.  Three  of  the  applicants  were  girls 
and  four  were  boys.  No  serious  defect  was  found  in  any 
child  and  no  application  was  refused. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Balint  for  the  following  report  : 

The  Clinic  was  closed  for  about  3  months  in  summer 
owing  to  difficulty  of  staffing.  It  has  been  working  in  the 
normal  way,  once  fortnightly,  since  the  middle  of  October. 

Since  the  re-staffing  in  October,  the  working  of  the 
Clinic  has  been  encouraged  and  helped  by  the  warmth  and 
kindness  of  the  School  Medical  Staff.  This  has  been  in¬ 
valuable  in  the  re-starting  of  the  work  with,  new  staff  and 
has  enabled  them  to  pick  up  the  threads  of  the  work  in  the 
minimum  of  time. 

The  Clinic  premises  are  now  very  suitable,  though  the 
availability  of  a  further  room  at  a  later  date  would  be  an 


asset.  At  present  we  are  using-  the  two  rooms  opposite  the 
School  Medical  Clinic  and  have  the  use  of  a  room  in  the 
School  Clinic  for  the  Social  Worker  to  interview  parents. 
The  use  of  the  extra  entrance  in  the  building  opposite  has 
been  a  great  convenience.  The  Staff  would  like  to  put  on 
record  their  appreciation  of  the  facilities  of  the  premises 
which  they  are  given.  Heating  arrangements  are  very 
adequate  and  there  have  been  no  difficulties  of  any  kind. 

Idle  wideness  of  variety  of  problems  for  which  the 
children  are  referred  is  indicative  of  real  understanding  of 
the  purpose  of  the  Clinic  both  by  the  School  Medical  Staff 
and  the  Teaching  Staffs  of  the  Schools.
